On July 5, 1919, the 
heat registered 104 degrees 
Last 
year Gettysburg had a high temper­ 
ature of 89 degrees as a heat wave 
that had the temperatures in the 
nineties tapered off 
Yesterday 
was the hottest day 
Gettysburg has experienced since 
last August 26 when the high read­ 
ing was IOO degrees 
Today is the fourth consecutive 
day of above-90 temperature.* and 
the weatherman saw only slight re­ 
lief in sight. 
No Break In Drought 
Tile heat wave that has gripped 
Pennsylvania for six days relaxed 
slightly today in some sections but 
the state's farmers still looked in 
vain for the rain so needed by their 
withering crops A drop in tempera­ 
ture of up to 12 degrees was fore­ 
cast for many portions of tile state 
At Philadelphia, tile weatherman 
raid a high of 87 was expected, com­ 
pared to Tuesday’s scorching 99 2— 
high there for the summer season. 
Yesterday's high for the state was 
recorded at Lancaster—101 for the 
second straight day. York reported 
IOO, Pittsburgh and Reading 97 and 
Harrisburg 96 
Late afternoon showers lowered 
the mercury in some sections ut 
the commonwealth but the relief was 
short-lived Three men and a wom­ 
an died of heat prostration in Phil­ 
adelphia while 14 persons were given 
hospital treatm ent in Pittsburgh 
Heavy ( ’rap Damage 
Ffo immediate break appeared to­ 
day in the summer season’s longest 
heat wave over an urea from the 
Rocky mountains to tile Atlantic 
coast Jgome .showers fell in scattered 


sections of tile hot belt but in most I 
place* they afforded only tempur- I 
ary relief.

ENLIGHTENING TALK 
Our most consistent occupation. 
perhaps, is just to talk! Whenever 
we meet someone whom we know, 
and often when w’e meet someone 
whom we do not know, we start 
some talk. Ifs a natural way of ex­ 
pression. and one of which we never 
need to be ashamed—unless, of 
course, where we talk foolishly or to 
no account. 
Stevenson once wrote that it was 
“the first duty of a man to speak" 
and that it was "by far the most ac­ 
cessible of pleasures.*' He further 
said that "it costs nothing In money; 
it is all profit; it completes our 
education, founds and fosters our 
friendships, and can be enjoyed at 
any age and in almost any state of 
health.” 
For many years I travelled thou­ 
sands of miler* and met people in 
almost every walk of life, and I al­ 
ways made it a point to engage in 
talk wltil those with whom I came 
in contact. I learned much be doing 
this; most, perhaps, by merely lis­ 
tening to the talk of som» me else. I 
like to talk to people. Ifs a common 
trait of us all. But we like most to 
talk with those who will enlighten 
us and give us some thought to carry 
away with us. 
One of the great books of the 
world is Boswell’s Johnson. To read 
it Is a liberal education. It is mostly 
made up of the enlightening talk of 
Dr. Johnson and his friends. But it 
was worthwhile talk, full of wisdom. 
After one of these sessions the good 
Doctor remarked: "D idnt we have 
good talk!" 
One of the most interesting talk­ 
ers I ever listened to w*as the late 
Robert H. (Bob) Davis. He had trav­ 
eled the world, but he never lost 
the common touch." In every ra rt 
of the world he left friends behind. 
And it is good that he left many 
volumes of his experiences and tra ­ 
vels in books as well. Words flowed 
from his active mind with the cool­ 
ness and wonder of a waterfall. 
We give expression to ourselves 
when we talk. That is one reason 
why we should learn to talk only 
when we have something to say. And 
if we can’t say something good and 
enlightening, we had better remain 
silent.

PAIR FATALLY, 
PRISONER SAYS 


Furrka, Calif.. July 6 i.Ty— A husky, 
34-year-old m erchant mariner and 
ex-convict surrendered last night 
and in a signed statem ent admitted 
the Fourth of July bludgeon slayings 
of two men In a cabin overlooking 
the Valley of the Moon 
The man. Henry Brim Guldbrand- 
stn. cave himself up to Ed Noumeier. 
a cub reporter, and Elmer Hodgkin- 
son, editor of the Humboldt Times. 
In a long, wandering statem ent. 
he for the most part corroborated 
the hysterical tale told bv Mrs. Eva 
Paget. 
ear-old m other of two. 
Her story of assault and murder set 
off one of the most intensive m an­ 
hunts in recent northern California 
history. 
Woman Critical 
But Guldbrandsen denied he had 
assaulted Mrs. Paget, a Brckeley 
woman w ho had been vacationing in 
Jack London's old territory 200 miles 
south of here in the Sonoma valley. 
Guldbrandsen said she had subm it­ 
ted to him to "soothe" him, after 
he had bludgeoned her. 
In the Sonoma hospital whore she 
is in a critical condition from the 
attack and beating, Mrs. Paget re­ 
iterated site had been assaulted, i 
And hospital attaches commented on 
Guldbrandsen's assertion: 
"T hat’s 
ridiculous!" 
Guldbrandsen signed a statement, 
first for the newspaper and later for 
the sheriff’s office, admitting slaying 
his friend. Lt. Peter J. Flint, 31. 
of the merchant marine, and Flint’s 
longtime friend. Peter J. Jensen. 55, 
landscape gardener for the Sonoma 
State hospital. 
"Felt No Compassion’’ 
Guldbrandsen said he had gone 
with his friend, Flint, on Friday 
evening to spend the week-end at 
Jensen s place; that everything was 
"fine' 
until 
he 
awoke 
Monday 
morning. 
"I awoke feeling rapid pulsation 
and pounding 
heartbeat. I went 
outside, took a stone which was part 
of an Indian pestle, came back into 
the cabin, hit Flint and Jensen. 
"I felt no compassion af the time, 
but was in somewhat of a stupor. 
I loci the greatest revulsion at thus 
time, but can still speak objectively." 
He said he then took F lin ts car 
and went to the nearby resort, where
